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North-West frontier region of 
undivided British-ruled India 


Fierce and Jawless Fathan tribes inhabited 
this area. The Afghans and the British paid 
them 'blackmail tax' to keep them peaceful. 


In 1896, the Afghan ruler Abdur Rahman Durrani decided 
to exploit the Pathan nationalist sentiment and religious 
fanaticism. He sought help from the local mullahs to 
instigate the local tribes to jihad against the British. 


By early 1897, the entire North-West Frontier Province erupted 
with rebellion. The Pathan tribesmen left the Afghans alone 
and started harassing the British-Indian troops. 
























The wooden door was 
studded with iron, and 
flush with the ground.

Saragarhi was a signalling post, not built to resist a siege. Not enough 
ammunition, food, and water was stocked here to sustain the soldiers in 
case of an attack. If assaulted by a large force, it was a certain death trap. 


Saragarhi was in the form of a square, 
with bastions at each corner. 


The construction was crude. Layers of mud 
and stone were used to build the outside 
walls, which were about fourteen feet tall. 
The inside walls were shorter. 
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The 36^ Sikh Regiment 
garrisoned all forts on the Samaria 
rfdge, including Saragarhi. 


Twenty one men, including 
two non-combatant cooks, 
occupied Saragarhi. 




> Their leader was Havildar* Ishar - 
Singh, an indomitable Sikh. He 
was tall and well built, with sharp 
eyes, and an aura of respect.

Tough and skilled, the havildar drove his 
men to the limit, but never asked them 
to do something that he could not do 
himself, „ even better His men admired 
him and never questioned his command. 
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Cot, Jim Cooke and Capt. H. R. Holmes 
raised the 36th Sikh Regiment tn IBS 7 


Capt. Holmes was a great wrestler. He : 
went to several villages in Punjab and 
challenged young men to wrestle with 
him. From these matches, he picked the 
toughest Sikhs to enlist in the regiment, i 






All 21 men of 36 th Sikh Regiment were baptised Sikhs, or the 
Khalsa, and started the morning prayer with Japji Sahib and 
ended with Ardaas, a pfea to invoke Akalpurakh's* blessings.

The rivalry went back to the mid-eighteenth century when 
Ahmad Shah Abdali, the invader from Kabul, demolished 
the holiest Sikh shrine, the Harmandir Sahib, at Amritsar, 


Sikhs eventually grew in strength. 
In early nineteenth century, the 
Sikh general, Hari Singh Nalwa's 
fierce action expelled the Afghans 
from several parts of north India, 
including Kashmir, Peshawar, and 
the North-West Frontier Province.

The animosity engendered by these confrontations 
still resonated in the minds of Sikhs and the Pathans 
alike. When these two met, neither asked for mercy, 
and none was given. The Sikh soldier fought against 
his traditional foe for the glory of his race, and the 
Pathan killed so that he may mutilate the body of the 
infidel and rob him of paradise.

After nearly seven hours of 
onslaught and slaughter, the 
signalling post of Saragarht fell into 
the hands of the Pathans. 


Twenty-one soldiers of 36th Sikh 
Regiment exchanged their lives at a 
great loss to the Pathans, Chief Gu! 
Badshah admitted that over 150 of his 
men had been killed outright. The number 
of wounded greatly exceeded the dead.

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Nejct day, the retief party arrived to 
the grim spectacle of maimed and 
disfigured corpses of Sikh soldiers and 
burnt out remains of the Saragarhr 
post. It also counted about 600 dead - 
Pathans in and around Saragarhi. 
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The battle of Saragarhi has few parallels in the history of the world. This battle 
certainly pots to disadvantage, many celebrated battles in the west that have 
received greater attention from the world than the heroism of this small 
contingent. What inspired these men to such an unbelievable act of courage, well 
beyond the call of duty is not hard to imagine, if one understands the values, 
philosophy, and glorious history of their Sikh faith. 

Twenty-one Sikhs that laid down their lives at Saragarhi had displayed unflinching 
determination and courage against well-armed Afghans and Pathan tribesmen, 
over 500 times their size. They were all awarded the Indian Order of Merit, the 
highest gallantry award an Indian soldier could receive from the British crown. 
Dependents of each dead soldier were granted fifty acres of land and five hundred 
rupees. f 

The British constructed a cairn at the site of the battle to honour the valiant 
soldiers of the 36th Sikh. Bricks and stones were used from the demolished post 
of Saragarhi, To commemorate these men, the British also built a Gurdwara, the 
Sikh place of worship, and raised a tablet at Ferozepur, in Punjab. Most of the 
martyrs of Saragarhi hailed from this district. 


Over the next fifty years, more than 300,000 Sikhs served in the British army. In 
the last two world wars, about 83,000 turban-wearing Sikh soldiers were killed and 
dose to 109,000 were wounded. In 1947, when the British left India, the Sikhs 
constituted about 35% of the Indian army even though they were only about 2% of 
the nation’s population. 

Every Indian should be proud of these men and every Sikh grateful to have been 
imbibed with the same spirit as these 21 martyrs of Saragarhi, Nineteen years later, 
Dafadar Natha Singh, a Sikh soldier of the 2nd Lancers Regiment summed up well, 
this unique Sikh warrior spirit. In a letter, dated April 19, 1916, sent home to Punjab 
from the western front in France, he wrote (in Gurmukhi script):

■The Sikh roars like a iion on the field of battle 
And yields up his life as a sacrifice 
Whoever is fortunate enough to be born [a warrior] 
Never fears the foe in battle 
He gives up all thought of worldly pleasure 
And dreams only of the battlefield 
He who dies on the field of battle 
' His name never dies but lives in history 
He who confronts the foe boldly in battle 
Has God- for his protection 
Once a Sikh takes the sword in hand 
He has only one aim - victory
